Xeit they went to 
John Herris's saloon and had everything 
in the front of the room, including the 
plate glass windows, broken when he 
appeared with a revolver, placed it at 
Mrs. Nation's head aud said that he 
would blow out her brains if she did not 
desist. She yielded before the pointed 
revolver and ivith her companions went 
to the Carey hotel bar, where she made 
her firet attack on the saloons of Wichi- 
ta three weeks ago.

"Yes, I am in an interestin* profes- 


sion, which U not generally understood 
by the people." said Mr. Spencer. -They 
crowd and jostle into tbe tents during 
tbe sea3on to look at tbe wild auimals. 
bout they never realize tihat patience it 
reqcires and the hardships gone through 
to eauh tbe beasts in their native lands 
and bring them to America. 


"A wild animal catcher bos to study 


tbe ways of living and the characteris- 
tics of tbe animals he is after. For in- 
stance, a monkey CJH nei er be captured 
unless you know bow to go about it. A 
man can't scramble through tbe tops of 
a tall tree and get within a hundred 
"eet 
of a nimble monkey. The way we 


take them is to carry into the jungle a 
big gourd of fermented rice juice. When 
we reach a tree which is filled with chat- 
tering monkeys, we open tbe gourd and 
pretend to drink the liquid. We then re- 
tire to a safe distance, and the monkeys, 
in their imitative way, come down tbe 
tree and all freely drink of tbe liquor. 
A hall hour later we can come back and 
pick the little fellows up as they lie about 
under the tree« in a drunken stupor. 


"A baboon is taken in a similar man- 


ner, but I have never known one to live 
through the trip to Europe or America. 
They generally died on my hands before 
we got 100 miles away from the coast. 
They either died from seasickness or 
from the effects of a change in climate. 


"I consider a gorilla the fiercest of 


African wild animal life. In efforts to 
get him we are compelled to pierce into 
tbe heart of jungles where in midday it 
is dusk. When we suddenly come npon 
the gorilla family, the mother sends her 
young one scarapeiing up a tree, while 
she stays to defend him. The old man, 
standing on bis rear legs, beats his chest 
and gives a roar, louder, and more terrible 
than that of the lion. He then comes at 
you like a flash of lightning. The only 
thing to .do is to wait until he is about 
on yon, then shoot him with an explosive 
shell. If your shot misses, it is all over 
with you. 


"We take all large animals in pits. If 


a man is careful, there is not much dan- 
ger. A deep pit is dug in the path of an 
elephant tank, which In this country is 
known as a deer lick. In the pit is plac- 
ed, a Heavy net, the top of which js fat: 
tened Tvith rubber. When a rope wbicb 
is attached is pulled, it closes and forms 
a strong bag. The net is stretched and 
the pit covered with bamboo, earth and 
grasses. The rope which closes the net 
is run a little to the windward of the pit 
\o a second pit, where the animal catcher 
is hidden. When he sees the beast break 
through the covering of, tbe pit, he pulls 
tbe rope, and the animal is securely held 
until help arrives "and he can be lifted in^ 
to bis cage with tbe net still about bira. 
The net is only pulled away after tbe lion 
or whatever animal he happens to be i« 
securely locked in his cage. 


"The only danger to the catcher is from 


the changing of the wind. After his pit 
has been dug and he has taken bis place 
in it, often through the changing of the 
air currents through the jnugles, tbe man 
is not on the windward side of the bi^ 
pit. Then tbe beast scents him. and tbe 
chase turns to be a man hunt. The only 
safety of the animal catcher lies in h_-s 
using bis rifle at the pioper time. There 
is an odd and unearthly feeling in shoot- 
ing a lion with a highly explosive shell 
such as we use. We watch the lion 
bounding toward us with his month open 
aud bis eyes like coals of fire. Suddenly 
tbe report of a gun echoes, and there Is 
no liou in sight. The nitroglycerin in tbe 
bullet blows him to pieces, and there is 
not even enough hide left to cover tbe 
seat of a chair. 


"I have bnd both my legs broken, my 


ribs caved in and my skull laid bare by 
attacks from wild beasts. The most try- 
ing circumstances occurred when I was a 
boy in 1879. I was in Africa, and a par- 
ty of 70 of us started out on a bunt. I 
was a boy and tired easier than the jest. 
I soon stopped beneath a tree, expecting 
to hurry aud catch up with the party 
later.

I pretend- 
ed to be dead 
These hyenas only eat de- 


composed bodies. Soon the animals weie 
suimng about my face and body. They 
pulled and mauled me, but 1 lay perfect- 
ly still. Suddenly they seized me in their 
teeth nnd started across a rolling country 
and dragged me thus for miles, dropping 
me at the mouth of a cave from which 
came the awful odors of such dens. They 
mauled me about some more and finally 
dragged me into the cave, where I re- 
mained that night. 
The next day tho 


pack ngain went out on a hunt, and I 
escaped a short distance, only to fall ex- 
hausted nnd suffering intense agony, A 
passing caravan picked me up and car- 
ried me to a small town, where I soon re- 
covered."—Cleveland Leader.

Among the wild, weird and wonderful 
things to be found in the southwest are 
Uvu decisions sometimes made by Mexican 
justices of the pence. Most of the justices 
in this territory are Mexican*. A few of 
them are men of sufficient intelligence and 
education to know something about ihe 
first principles of law, but luoet of them 
are very raeagerly equipped. 


One such administrator of tho law bold- 


ing office in northern Kew Mexico decided 
that it was his duty to try a man who bad 
been charged with murder. 
Accordingly 


he impaneled a jury cf six persons and 
tried tbo case. The jury found the man 
guilty, and the justice at once ordered the 
prisoner to stand up for sentence. Be de- 
livered along lecture to the murderer up- 
on theheinousnessot his crime and warned 
him never to appear In hiseourfogain up- 
on such a charge. Than he impressively 
pronounced sentence— $5 and costs— and 
dismissed the court, his face beaming with 
pride and satisfaction over his oratorical 
effort. 


Before another Mexican justice of the 


peace who dispensed his ideas of law in 
southern New Mexico there oaine a Mexi 
can man and maid to be tied in wedlock. 
The judge looked them over critically and 
apparently had doubts about the compati- 
bility of their tempers, for he put a time 
limit upon the combination, and as he 
.pronounced the words that" made them 
man and wife he added with cmpbcsis, 
"for the apace of two yearsonly." As they 
went away he told them if they were dis- 
satisfied with their venture before that 
time to come back and be would divorce 
them for the same fee. 
Still another, who won his fame in 


Texas, tried a man for some petty offense, 
found him guilty and fined him $5 and 
costs. But this was too much lor the pris- 
oner-at the bar, who declared that he could 
not pay the fine; that he had not so much 
money in the world. The justice looked 
him over^with -fine, large, 'Texan-contempt 
for any one so ornery, shrugged his shoul- 
ders and turned to the marshal with the 
nonchalant alternative t 
" Veryf well. Then take him out on the 


mesa anil shoot him." 


One venerable disciple of -the lawrwho 


for a long time has balanced the scales of 
justice in the town of Las Crucea, is fa- 
mous through all that region for bis re- 
markable-decisions. Before him a Mexi- 
can boy, through his father, sued an Amer- 
ican rancher 'for $80 which he claimed as 
the wages due for three months1 work. 
Between a Mexican and an American any 
Mexican" justice can always see that the 
right Is plainly on the side of the suitor of 
his own nationality, and no matter what 
the evidence he can usually find someway 
of making his decision express his sympa- 
thy. In this case the defendant proved 
t Vat the Tx>y had been hired to do chores 
for his board and that it had been express- 
ly stipulated that be was not to receive 
money payment. The justice considered 
the case wtthirowning brows and laboring 
brains lor some time. Then he announced 
that the plaintiff had failed to prove his 
case." But, " he added, ' ' the boy Is a poor boy, 
and it would be a shame if be did not get 
something out of his guit. - He is «ntitled 
to something, and 'I hereby award him the 
defendant's tjlackmare that is tied in front 
of the door," 


The same justice had to decide a unique 


breach of promise suit. Among the Mex- 
icans it is the universal custom fqr the 
bridegroom to defray all the expenses of 
the wedding. He must furnish the bride's 
trousseau and) all the housekeeping equip- 
ment, and he must pay for the wedding 
feast and alii the native wine that the 
guests can drink. He may be so poor that 
he will have to live with his wile's parents 


. afterward,,1)ut he must not think of matri- 
I mony until he has money enough to pay 


for the whole' affair, from the first article 
in his bride'sUxoussoau to the photograph 
In their wedding garments, which they in- 
variably have taken after the feast is over. 
A Mexican bridegroom would no more ex- 
pect his bride to pay for her wedding 
clothes than 'an American lover would ex- 
pect hia bride to pay for the license. 


An elderly Mexican :n tho town of Las 


Crucee, .whose ^hoart was as warm as his 
bead was white, had gained the promise 
of a. pretty young senorita, and together 
they' went to the store" to "buy'ner "trous- 
seau. From winder her long black lashes 
she flashed her black eyes at him with 
such effect" that be opened wide his purse 
and bought her-all-the pretty clothes she 
wanted.. And the secorita took advantage 
of the occasion to want pretty much ev- 
erything she saw. As soon as she bad got 
the pretty things safely stowed away nt 
home she jilted her elderly lover and 
Would not even allow him to come to her 
house. "While clad In the dresses he had 
f aid for she would eail past him in the 
street with her head in the air and give 
him not the least notice. That was too 
much for a hot hearted but cool headed 
lover to stand, and he brought suit for 
breach of promise, asking damages to the 
amount>of the value of the trousseau. It 
came out on tbo (trial that the elderly lov- 
er had borrowed ithe money with which he 
had bought the wedding finery. -Then tho 
justice decided in the girl's favor on tbo 
ground tbat the, things did not belong to 
the man becauaetthey had not been bought 
with his own moWy." " 
" 
' 


Many of these Mexican justices cannot 


speak English. But that is not so much 
of a" disqualification as it might appear, 
for the •territorial law commands all court 
proceedings to be oarrlod on in both Eng- , 
lish and Spanish'.1' Every Kew Mexican 
court has its offlclslJnterprcter, and every 
word spoken In either language by judge, 
lawyers or witnesses Is translated aloud 
Into tho other tongue.— Cor. Philadelphia 
Times.

THE« r OF A GREAT RIVER. 


Df VcrolM of Ita 


Oeologists have long kuown that 


stream may appropriate the wa|era of 
another by gradually encroaching ttpoa 
Its watershed and dnerting its tributaries 
o»<- by oue. Thi» kiud of theft is at least 
frank aiul open. Jt saWtr. place on the 
surface, and tvery one, at least every 
£i-6lugi&!, tan see what is going on. The 
river Danube, accordins to expert author- 
ity, is buffering from a more insidious 
form of robbery, by which the Jlbin* 
profits, part of the Danube's water beiug 
drawn off underground into the Rhine 
valley. And this may be of great impor- 
tance to future dwellers ot the Danube, 
for if it is not stopped it may end by 
causing the rher below the point of ab- 
sorption to become permanently dry. 
Says M. E. A. Martel, writing on this 
subject hi La Ueograpbifi iParisj: 


"In a recent geological work * * * 


Professor Albreeht Penck has called at- 
tention to the subterranean drainage of 
a part of the waters of the Danube by 
which, curiously enoagh. the 'Rhine basin 
profits. Between Donanschmgen (.Baden) 
and Tuttlinger (VTurttemberg^ * * * 
the fissures in the limestone formation 
draw off the waters of the Danube under- 
ground—a phenomenon observed as long 
ago as 1719 by F- W. Breuinger. This 
writer suggested that the water thus 
drawn off reappeared in the springs of 
Aach, a little town near lake Constance 
* * * and his hypothesis was verifaed 
by Knop in 1877 by the use of fluoce- 
rine." 
Still mow recently, the writer tells us, 


other instances of subterranean '"cap- 
ture" have been noted by which part of 
the waters of one liver are diverted into 
the drainage basin of another. Now it ii> 
remarked by Professor Penck that unless 
this loss of Danube water is stopped In 
some way it will -go on increasing gradu- 
ally until it will take the whole of the 
river's supply, leaving the lower river 
bed quite dry, as it is left occasionally 
no\r, according to Quenstedt, in years of 
drought. Then, the gradual deepening of 
the Danube valley will end at the point 
of absorption. Below Monringen will ex- 
tend a dry Talley, while above a ''blind 
Valley" will be drained by a subterranean 
river. This is not a flight of the imagina- 
tion, for the same thing has happened to 
jthe river Foiba in Istria and the Recea 
near Triest. The autBor adds tbat these 
and ,pth,er cases, notably in Dalmatia, 
show what threatens the Danube valley 
unless man intervenes. The length of time 
that elapses before the Teap'pearance~'tff 
thg Water at Aach (60 hours) shows'thnt- 
if must make a long circuit or that it-en- 
counters great obstacles underground. It 
is noted by M, Martel tbat Professor 
Penck's book goes-far to- confirm a theory 
advanced by himself that subterranoau 
circulation of water is giadually taking 
the place of surface drainage in lime- 
stone regions.—Literary Digest.

SKIN DISEASES. 


Simple Precawtiona tor "Which They 


May Be Prevented. 


Among the most common diseases ol 


the skm ate acne and -eczema, -one of 
which as known to be and the othei 
piobably is the result of the presence 
of a microbe- on or in the skin. This 
microbe is a vegetable growth, although 
a very minute one, and, Iflce other nox- 
ious, weeds, when. -once it ha* been plant 
ed and has begun to grow it is often ex- 
tremely difficult to dislodge it. 


Every farmer Tcnows that it is easier 


to keep a field clean By constant care 
than to clear it after it has once been 
oTergrowa with weeds. It is the same 
with the skin. It is easier to keep the 
skin in health and to arrest a commenc- 
ing disease than to cure a disease once 
it has become firmly established. 


If it were generally understood that 


the presence of a few pimples constitutes 
a true skin disease, which, if neglected 
will probably giow worse, fewer person' 
would suffer from the disfigurement of 
acne.

if neglected it becomes less resistau 
and sacra, offer* a favorable soil for the 
growth of noxious germs. 


The skin is onq of the so called ex 


cretory oigans, and if the other organs 
of similar function — the kidneys and the 
bowels— do not perform their work prop 
erly *an undue proportion of the wast< 
products of the body must be got rid o 
thiough the pores of the skin. Thi 
throws work upon the integument whlcl 
it is not accustomed to perform, aud i 
soon becomes diseased in consequence. 


The first thing necessary to keep tin 


skin well is to maintain the health o 
the body by exercise, cleanliness, fresh 
air day and night, good food properl; 
cooked, a sufficient amount of .sleep an< 
suitable clothing. In • addition ,to thest 
general measures the skin itself shook 
receive special attention in the way of a 
daily bath, followed by vigorous rubbing 
with a coarse towel or flesh brush, 


> $ome persons have naturally clea 
skins, while others • appear to- have i 
special predisposition) to black heads and 
pimples. The fortunate ones, must see to 
it that they do not mar what nature has 
given them by an -unhygienic mode of 
life, but the others need not despair, for 
their tendency to eruptions may often 
be overcome by-scrupulous care both of 
the body and of the skin itself, after 
the manner above indicated and in such 
other ways as the .physician may direct. —

"They feed also upon crabs of all kinde, 


lobsters and starfish, and have been seen at 
the surface catching the potato beetles and 
June bugs which have drifted out from tho 
shore. It is said that they succeed occa- 
sionally in capturing a duck. The Glou- 
cester "Telegraph of May 6, 1857, reports 
the1 Vineyard -Gazette as chronicling the 
fact that one James Osborne took a codfish 
at the south side, which weighed over 60 
pounds. On dressing it two full grown i 
duofcs (old squaws) were found- in its en- 
trails. 
They were quite fresh, having 


most of their feathers on. Codfish vary 
their diet by browing upon carrageen, or 
Irish inosa, which" grows on the ledges 
nfear the shore. In searching at the bottom 
for shells and worms, codfish often pick up 
objects which, can hardly be regarded as 
nutritious. A very amusing catalogue of 
such objects might be included in this 
chapter in which would be enumerated ar- 
ticles such as scissors, brass oil cans, pota- 
to parings, corncobs and the head of a rub- 
ber doll. 
The finding of finger rings and 


fragments of oil clothing and the heel of a 
boot inside of a large codfish has suggested 
the idea that sometimes they swallow the 
fishermen. - 
' ""i- wedding" ring which belonged to 
Pauline Burnam, an English lady who was 
lost in the steamship Anglo-Saxon, wreck- 
ed off Chance cove, Newfoundland, in 
1861, was recently restored to her relatives 
by a St. JohtTs fisherman, who found the 
ring in the entrails of a codfish. The lucky 
fisherman received a present of £50 for re- 
storing the highly prized memento to the 
lady's aon. (Boston Journal, July 6, 1871.) 


"Stones of considerable size are often 


found in their stomachs, and flsberineTi 
have a theory that this a sign of an ap 
proaching storm and that the fish thus 
take in ballast to enable them to remain 
at the bottom when the waters aro troj- 
bled. " It is more likely that these stones 
are swallowed on account of sea anemones 
or other edible substances which may 
be attached to them, in just the same man- 
ner that the shells of mollusks are taken 
in for the sake of the nutritious parts 
which they contain. 
, 
"It is believed that certain shoals of«od- 


.flsh feed almost entirely at the bottom, 
while others prey upon fish. The fisher- 
men claim to be able to distinguish these 
two classes by their general appearance, 
the first being heavier, with shorter heads, 
blunter noses nnd smaller fins, and fre- 
quently known as grubbers or ground 
keepers, while fish belonging to what are 
known as tho squid school, the herring 
school and the lant school, which arc prob- 
ably the aainb fish at different seasons of 
the year, are brighter eyco% slenderer in 
form, with sharper bead anjl in every way 
better adapted for swift locomotion. On 
tho coast of Labrador, as well as in Scan- 
dinavia, codfish follow the schools of 
spawning capelin In to the shore and prey 
greedily upon them, and elsewhere at other 
seasons they feed with no IPSS voracity 
upon other species of fish which may be 
schooling, and of which they destroy vast 
numbers, such as mackerel, menhaden, 
herring, alowife, salmon, sculpin, floun- 
ders, ounncrs and haddock. 


"On 'the Grand banks, especially in 


shallow water about the Virgin rocks, I 
have been told that they follow the lant to 
the surface, pursuing them with great 
fierceness. Along our northern coasts they 
replace to some extent tho voracious blue- 
fish and bonito of the south. Captain At- 
wood remarks that the amount of food 
which they consume is enormous, whon 
the alee of tbo fish is taken into account. 
He has seen theui on tho coast of Labrador, 
TvherO tho capolin were in great numbers, 
with their stomachs filled to the greatest 
possible 
extent and capolln in their 


mouths which they were uimblo to swal- 
low for want of room, and In this condi- 
tion they were »till biting at the hook. 
They even feed upon the young of thuir 
own kind. They ate said to food largely 
upon herring spawn, though they aro not 
man in great n umbers ubout the spawning 
grounds until tho school* of parent fl.sh 
have departed. Tho herring, olso, is a fti- 
votltfl article of food, and whun thews fi*h 
approach the shores or aro scon on tho

The Son Dance of the Blackfeet, 


The most important sacred festival of 


the Blackfeet Indians of the Alberta terri- 
tory, Canada, ia the eun dance. It Is usu- 
ally instituted by a woman who has come 
out of some trial and is generally held in 
July and lasts seven days. The fuel of the 
sacred fire is supplied exclusively by young 
men who have performed somo valorous 
deed, such as stealing horses. At such a 
ceremony, described by a writer, "a young 
man who had been successful in horse 
stealing came up to offer himself as n sacri- 
fice to the gods. An eld medicine womnn 
out off one of hie fingers, held it up to the 
sun and dedicated it to him. Ono young 
man presented' himself for admission to 
the band of warriors. He stretched him- 
self ou a blanket on the ground while four 
men held him and a fifth made incisions 
iu bis breast and back. Wooden skewers 
were then Inserted in the bronrt incisions 
and connected by a rope to the sacred pole, 
Tho young man climbed this pole, and 
while his face was exceedingly palb and his 
frame trembling with emotion, threw his 
arms about the polo and prayed, for strength 
to pass through the trying ordeal. .His 
prayer ende'd, he placed a small bone whis- 
tle in his mouth and blow continuously 
upon it a series of short, sharp sounds 
while ho swayed backward and forward 
until the flesh gave way and he foil, amid 
the applause of tho people. AB bo lay upon 
tho ground tho operators^ examined his 
wounds and cut away tho ragged edges of 
flesh and the ceremony of tho sun dance 
was at an end."—Exchange.

A sudden 
rise in tho temperature, after plants havO 
been badly frosted, thaws them too rapid- 
ly and results disastrously. Trim off the 
tender shoots which aro beyond help, and 
then gradually raise the temperature dur- 
ing the day until it reaches tho aocu»tom- 
«d mark. They may then soon bo placed 
In their proper places, but It might bo well 
to hhadc thorn for a day *r t».o from th« 
•an.

In this manner cold drafts 
Crom about windows on very scvaro windy 
nights can bo kept from banning tho 
plants.—Woman's Homo Companion.

Trait of tbe Native* of 
Guatemala. 


'If yon want to keep a thermometer in 


Guatemala, yon have to set a guard over 
it," said a New Orleans man who had 
just returned from a visit to Central 
America. "It's a fact, I assure you. 
Shortly before I started for home I made 
a trip from Port Barrios to Guatemala 
City» The weather w'as broiling hot, and 
when we got to Guatemala, which is 
about the biggest town on the road. I 
thought I'd see what the temperature 
really was. 
So I strolled out of the 


hotel to locate a thermometer, and after 
along search I found one hanging on the 
porch of a residence. To my astonish- 
ment it was surrounded by n cage of wue 
netting heavy enough, to hold a young 
bear. It was a cheap thermometer, ""Hot 
Worth over 40 or 50 cents, and such a pre- 
caution seemed all the more remarkablu 
because petty household pilfering is prac- 
tically unknown in that country. 


"People think nothing of going off and 


leaving their houses wide ope.n, and why 
a thermometer, which was apparently 
the last thing on earth anybody would 
want to. steal, should be so carefully 
guarded was more than I could under- 
stand.^ On my way back to the hotel 1 
saw two others, both protected in exact- 
ly the same ma'nner. and my curiosity 
wa» highly excited. When I questioned tha 
landlord, he smiled and assured me that 
the screens were absolutely necessary to 
prevent the natives from breaking the in- 
struments to get out the mercury. 
" 'They suffer from torpid livers,' he 


•aid, 'and they regard merc.iry as n 
specific. How the belief became current 
the Lord only knows,' he went on, 'but 
it is universal all through the interior, 
and it an outside thermometer is left un- 
protected overnight it is morally certain 
to be broken and drained.' 
4 1 couldn't credit the story at first and 


thought he was 'kidding' me for a tender- 
foot. But later on 1 learned that it was 


of natives suffering from chronic rheu- 
matism, brought on by swallowing raw 
mercury, and 1 dare say the dose is oc- 
casionally fatal. But they-still cling to 
the superstition. When a European set- 
tles in the country, he is pretty certain to 
bang a thermometer somewhere outside 
of his house, and after losing two or 
three he generally concludes that it 
would be cheaper to buy a piece of net- 
ting. I doubt whether yon could find an 
unprotected instrument between Port 
Barrios and the capital."—New Orleans 
Times-Democrat.

My attention was first drawn to the sub- 


ject of modern aroaions by means of a 
Japanese picture boot, writes Edward 
Treguar in the Christchurcii (New Zealand) 
Press 
It had been exposed for said In a 


na^to bhop at Tokyo and attracted the at- 
tention of a visitor, who brought tha curi- 
osity to me simply as a specimen of artistic 
u ork. The book consisted of a series of 
pictures delineating the adventures of tie 
rrew of a shipwrecked vessel. The boat 
containing tbe survivors arrived on the 
thorts of an island tenanted only by worn- j 
en. The artist bad depicted with barbaric j 
iiddity u> nature and with grim humor • 
how tbe attentions of the numerous fair 
ones became embarrassing to tbe small 
party of visitors, until at last the sailors 
had to fly to their boat and escape to the 
dangers of the deep rather than endure the 
overwhelming attentions cf thb hostesses 
too fair and kind. The book &nd its sub- 
ject would have passed from my memory 
as a mere pleasantry had I not soon after 
found what one may call the ''letterpress" 
uf tbe illustrations, circulating ns a legend 
in tbo Friendly islands. A circumstance 
so remarkable as this coincidence of ideas 
in peoples so far removed both in point of 
distance and of race AS tho Toiigans and 
tbe Japanese could not fail to strike one 
deeply interested in the anthropology of 
Ocesnica. 


Tho Tongan legend was heard by Mari- 


ner at the beginning of the century, long 
before any white colonists resided in the 
Friendly islands, and although I have not 
been able to get the story direct from Fiji 
or Samoa, I have not tbe slightest doubt 
that voj-agers so hardy as Japanese and 
Polynesians are famous for having been In 
past centuries must have had some foun- 
dation of fact on which to build so strange 
a tale. Its confirmation we have in tbe 
relation of the celebrated missionary Dr. 
James Chalmers of New Guinea. Here Is 
the modern account of the woman's island: 


"At Port Moresby I had beard of a 


woman's land, a land where only women 
— perfect 
amazons — lived and 
ruled. 


These ladies were reported to be excellent 
tillers of tbo soil, splendid canoeists in 
sailing or paddling aud quite able to hold 
their own against attacks of tbe sterner 
sex, who sometimes tried to invade their 
country. 


"To find so interesting a community 


was of great moment. As no part of the 
coast from the East cape to Port Moresby 
would be left unvisited by us, wo were 
certain to come across the air.azoninn set- 
tlement 
We heard that Mailiukolo (Tou- 


lon) oanocs with •women wero numerous, 
and some very large ones with women 
alone 
In the early morning we wero off . 


the island and joon ready to land. On 
crossing the reef we met two canoes, one 
with men and ono with women 
We 


signed to them to go to tho vessel, while 
we pulled up to thg large \ illtige on the 
north side. 


"As the boat touched tho fine, bard 


sandy beach a man, the only being in 
eight, ran down and stood in front. I 
wentiorward to spring ashore, but bo said 
I must not. Finding he knew the Dnunai 
dialect, I said to him I must laud, that 1 
was a friend and gave him a strip of red 
cloth and stepped ashore, -when he ran 
away into the bush. 


"At our first approach T could only see 


this one rc6n, but now I saw hundreds 
of grass petticoats on women standing un- 
der tho houses. I could not see the upper 
parts of their bodies, only the petticoats 
and feet. 
They were indeed quiet until I 


advanced nearer, whon one wild scream 
was given that would try stronger nerves 
than mine and signs to keep away. It TQ- 
quircd more inquisitiveness than I pos- 
sessed to proceed. I retired n few paces, 
warning tho boat's crew to keep a good 
lookout and especially from the bush end 
of the village, where tbe man ran to 
I 


invited the dusky damsels to come to mo 
If they objected to my visiting them ; but 
no, I muse return whence I came 
They 


had seen me, thai was enough. 'No, my 
friends ; we must meet, and you will have 
some presents.' 


"I held up my beads and red cloth ; but, 


strange to say, they seemed to have no 
effect on that strange crowd. I never saw 
so many women together. How were we 
to meet? was the question. To be balked 
by them would never do. I threw on the 
beach a pinco of red cloth and u few beads, 
walked away quite carelessly and appar- 
ently not uoticing what was taking <place. 
A girl steals from out the crowd, stops, 
crosses her hands, pressing her breast. 
Poor thing, not courage enough, so light- 
ningHke she speeds back. It js evident tho 
old ladies object to tbe younger ones at- 
tempting, and they oro themselves too 
frightened. Another young damsel about 
9 or 10 years old comes out, runs, halts, 
walks catlike lest the touch of her feet on 
tho sand should waken me from ray rev- 
wio. Another halt, holds her chest, lest 
the spirit should take its flight or tho pat- 
tsrlng heart jump right out. I fear it was 
beyond the Blight patter thep and bad 
reached tho stentorian thump of serious 
times. On, a rush, well done! She picks 
cloth and beads up. 


"I have gained ray point and will soon 


Jyive the crowds — no need to wait so long 
to have tho baits picked now, and after a 
few more temptlngs it is done. I am bo- 
sieged by the nolsost crowd I have ever 
met, and am truly glad to eicapo on board 
tho boat. 
Wo went to the vessel and 


brought her round to tbo west side, where 
we anchored. 
Crowds met mo on tbe 


bcaoh, but no men. I gave my beads In- 
discriminately, and soon there was a quar- 
rel between the old ladies and the yaupg 
ones. The latter wero ordered off and bo- 
cause they would not fco I roust go. TJ*, 
old ladies insisted on my getting Into the 
boat, and, being now assisted by tha few 
men wo met in tho canoe, I thought It bet- 
ter to comply. Long after we left tha 
beach we hoard those old owcked, crabbed 
voices anatheroolixing the younger mem- 
bers of that community. 


"I am fully convinced that this In the 


woman's Island, and can easily account 
for its being called so by stray canoes from 
tho westward."
